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THE DEPT. of LOOSE ENDs 


In addition to the general long-term evolution of characters which is a 
hallmark of any well-written series adventure, The Spirit featured three basic 
types of short-term continuity: 

THE TWO-PART STORY. This was Will Eisner’s favorite kind of 
“tight” continuity device. Unlike the usual comic book two-parter, in which 
the first half has a cliffhanger ending, Eisner always devised his plots in such a 
way that the two chapters could be read as separate stories, although, the 
whole being greater than the sum of its parts, there is more enjoyment to be 
had in reading both parts sequentially. Usually the first chapter was tragic and 
the second one comic, but occasional inversions of this formula (as for instance 
with the tales about Autumn Mews) kept the idea fresh. Good examples of 
this type of continuity occur in “Hoagy the Yogi, Parts 1 and 2” (March 16 
and 23, 1947; reprinted together in Warren Spirit No.7) and “April Fool” and 
“Pinhead” (March 30 and April 6, 1947, reprinted in reverse order in Kitchen 
No.19 and Warren No.13, respectively). 

THE MULTI-PART “EXOTIC ADVENTURE”, These were six to eight 
chapter stories which usually featured travel to foreign lands. Typically, one or 
two chapters were set back home in Central City and revolved around such sup- 
porting characters as Ellen, Sammy, Dolan and Ebony. (The Spirit himself made 
only cameo appearances in these, and sometimes didn’t appear at all). As for 
the actual “Exotic Adventure” itself, it was generally pretty straightforward 
and frequently included an encounter with one or more dangerous criminal wo- 
men. Cliffhanger endings were not extreme--- no chapter concluded with The 
Spirit about to be eaten by sharks while bound hand and foot to a sinking 
ship as a villain stood over him at gunpoint, gloating insanely about his plans 
to conquer the known universe--- but many of the multi-parters contained a 
higher than average degree of suspense--- The Spirit blinded or on crutches for 
weeks, marooned on the Red Sea, hitch-hiking his way across China, and so 
forth. One good example of this type of plot is the “South Seas Adventure” 
which ran from July 10 through August 14, 1949. (The first episode has never 
been reprinted [look for it here soon!] but chapters 2 through 5 were run con- 
secutively in Warren No.15 and, for some reason, the last episode was run out 
of sequence as early as Warren No.5). i 


THE DISCONTINUOUS “CHARACTER” 
STORY. These tales center around one character, 
either a villain or a member of the supporting 
cast. Although they display very tight continuity, 
they did not run on consecutive weeks, or, at 
most, ran in several two-part chunks. The best ex- 
ample is the P’Gell “School For Girls’ series 
which totalled seven episodes and appeared at in- 
tervals throughout 1947. In this issue we are re- 
Printing the first and last chapters of another “‘dis- 
continuous” plot, one revolving around Skinny SKINNY BONES 
Bones and her rival, Dulcet Tone. Because the second part of the story has al- 
ready been reprinted elsewhere, a little background may help put the whole 
thing into perspective: 


“Beauty” (June 9, 1946) introduces Skinny Bones and a piano player 
named Gam. (Gam, by the way, sings the first crude prototype of “Ev'ry Lit- 
tle Bug,” a song which became quite popular in Central City and was eventual- 
ly published by Robbins Music Co., with melody by Will Eisner’s friend, Bill 
Harr). Skinny and Gam bear more than a little resemblance to Lauren Bacall 
and Hoagy Carmichael in the movie To Have and Have Not, a picture which 
also starred Humphrey Bogart. Also appearing in this Spirit story is Ellen's 
Aunt Mathilda, a character introduced on March 1, 1942, where she married a 
gangster named Hinkey Clutch. On April 19, 1942, Hinkey was killed and Mat- 
hilda married Central City’s mayor, Nero Blast. She subsequently sought to di- 
vorce him on November 1, 1942, but changed her mind. Between that appear- 
ance and this one she seems to have somehow lost track of Mayor Blast (who 
continued in office with no mention of a wife until November 9, 1947, when 
he was replaced by Mr. Bowser, the dog-catcher who co-starred in the three- 
Part “Blind” series reprinted in Kitchen Spirit No.22). 

But back to Skinny Bones! She and Gam next appeared in “‘Dulcet 
Tone,” published July 7, 1946 (and reprinted in Warren No.16). At the end of 
that story, bloody knife in hand, Skinny is in custody for the murder of Dul- 
cet, her partner in crime and rival in love. This issue’s story, “Cargo Octopus,” 
takes up mere minutes after that one leaves off. It also serves to introduce The 
Octopus (More about him in a moment!). Skinny Bones was never seen in The

EISNER NEVER OVERWRITES 


1am 17 years old, and an Italian. 
Up till one year ago, comics meant to 
me just Jack Kirby, Carl Barks, Charles 
Schulz and Guido Crepax. However, | 
have since then begun to explore in 
earnest the world of comics, and cer- 
tainly the most pleasant find has been 
The Spirit. 

This is the only comic | know of 
that ever put stories with drama, intel- 
ligence and good pacing into an 8-pg 
format. Barks did that, but his best 
stories are 28 or 30 pages long. And 
Will Eisner’s drawing is amazing! The 
simplest of backgrounds, the most nat- 
ural light is turned by Eisner into a 
dramatic and effective scene. The Spir- 
it No.19, page 19, panel 3 is a spectac- 
ularly good example, but there are so 
many others. 

As for the writing, some recent com- 
ic writers such as Steve Gerber and 
Don McGregor could learn a lot from 
The Spirit. Eisner’s points arise smooth- 
ly out of the story and merge with it. 
This is no where more in evidence 
than in his new graphic serial, “Life on 
Another Planet.” One of the reasons it 
works so well is that Eisner never 
NEVER overwrites. 

Today too few people are producing 
high quality comics. We need Will Eis- 
ner more than ever. And congratula- 
tions on getting that fine comics con- 
noisseur, Cat Yronwode. Though | do 
not see eye to eye with her on many 
matters (e.g. the importance of Steve 
Ditko, Master of Kung Fu, Mike Kalu- 
ta and Jack Kirby) she is still one of 
the most intelligent fans (and, as of 
now, professionals) around.

Spirit again, but Dulcet Tone made one more appearance in “Return to Car- 
amba” (November 11, 1946, reprinted in Kitchen No.1) where she was again 
teamed up with The Octopas. 

As for The Octopus, that man of mystery, that purple-gloved dopple- 

ganger who haunts our hero, that arch-fiend and master criminal whose face 
is never seen (well, almost never)--- he was born Zitzbath Zark, child prodigy 
and homocidal maniac, and eventually he went on to become the aesthetic 
and existential clone of an earlier Spirit foe known only as... The Squid. 
(The Squid began his crime career on January 18, 1942 and met his death on 
December 30, 1945). Like his forebear, The Octopus’ first appearance featured 
Silk Satin and he had a large store of rubber masks with which to disguise 
his features. But The Octopus went far beyond the penny ante fifth column 
sabotage which was The Squid’s main claim to fame. His goal was to single- 
handedly dominate the entire criminal underworld, both in the United States 
and abroad. Altogether, The Octopus appeared in a total of 22 stories during 
the original run of The Spirit, as well as starring in the all-new “Origin of the 
Octopus” which lead off the second Harvey Spirit reprint comic in 1967.
